3. Ine joint funding of studies on the chemical/biological destruction
of TCODL in soils in situ.

4. Exchange of analytical wethoda, protocols, and results of long-temm
studies on envirommental contamination, toxioology, and impact of dioxin on
husan health,

1 would also sujgest that a cooperative erfort may be possible with the
United States Environmental Protection Agency (EPA) on methods to destory
dioxin~contaminanted soil. I will continue to discuss this issue with Dr.
Dopald Barnes and other Senior Scientists at ¥PA., In addition, Dr. John
Glerthy, Degartment »f Public Health, State of Hew York has discussed with
2 his interest in evaluating the Cell Morphology Test for the analysis of
TCLD in soil. I will explore some suggestions with you at a later date,
once Dr. Portunati receives the results of the samples he mrovided to Dr.
Glertny.
